Interceſſion for; which you may fee ſtill clearer, by 
comparing the 27th Verſe with the 34th, bo alſo 
maketh Interceſſion for us. And it is ſtrange, how 
you can think that Chriſt died for any one that he 
does not interceed for. I pray not for the World, 
but for them which thou haſt given me, John xvii. 9. 
And you may ſee he did not (Pray for the Apoſtles '

For there was ma- 
ny then, and there are many now, that do not he- 
lieve the Father hath fent him. From theſe, and 
many other Texts of Scripture, it appears as clear 
as the Sun at Noon-day, that God deliver*d'up his 
Son, not for every particular Perſon in the World, 
but only for his Elect. This is the true Doctrine 
of Jeſus Chriſt, wherein you have publickly de-

hath made Satisfaction for. A Debtor owes ſo 
much to another, his Surety makes Satisfaction to 
the Creditor for this Debt. New how can the 
reditor juſtly come upon the Debtor again for the 
Payment of the fame Debt? Hence it is that we 
Jay, that in that Place which is ſo much inſiſted up- 
Jon by our Adverſaries, 2 Cor. v. 19. viz. That 
God was in Chriſt, reconciling the World to bimſelf, 
not imputing their Sins unto them, it cannot poſſibly 
be meant of every particular Perſon in the World : 
For if Gop be actually reconciled with every par- 
ticular Perſon in the World, what is the Reaſon 
that he is ſtill at Enmity with any one? And if 
WF God imputes their Sins to none, how can he damn 
any? How can he damn any for thoſe Sins which 
he doth not impute unto them? So that this Place 
Pf neceſſity muſt be underſtood only of ſuch Per- 
ſons who, by Faith, are really intereſted in the 
Death of Chriſt. Neither will Arminns's Diſt in- 
ion, which he ſo much inſiſts upon, eſpecially in 
is Treatiſe againſt Perkins, that per mortem Chri- 
i redemptio eft omnibus impetrata, licet non fit omni- 
us applicata, That by the Death of Cbriſt, Redem- 
tion is obtained for all, (and that by Prayer too, as 
the Word Inpetrata imports, tho?
